FLAME 


Disastrous Conflagration at 
New Orleans, 


Immense Buildings in the Heart of 
the City Burned.- 


The Loss Will Aggregate About Two 
Million Dollars. 


The Heat Was so Intense That the Firemen 
Were Held at Bay Till Several 
Large Stractures Had 
Collapsed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Orveans, Feb. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Ati11 o'clock tonight 
fire gutted the dry goods store of Ash- 
arz & Sons, at the corner of Canal and 
Bourbon streets. The heat was so great 
that the firemen could not get near the 
building. The fire then. spread to the 
adjoining buildings, and soon W erlein’s 
music store, Cluvier’s drug _ store, 
Runkel’s dry goods, McClosky’s confec- 
tionery, Kuhn’s fancy goods, Kreger’s 
fancy goods, the Nickel Plate shoe 
store, Quibble’s fancy goods, Kraus 
Bros.’ notions, Hoffman’s worsteds, 
Brill’s saloon and Wenger’s saloon were 
consumed. The fire is still burning. 
The buildings and stock destroyed will 
approximate $2,000,000. 

Schwartz’s establishment was a com- 
manding structure, only recently com- 
pleted, being four stories high with a 
mansard roof of brick, iron and stone, 
surmounted by a high clock tower. At 


the side of the street per- 
ceived a small tongue of flame licking 
its way along the cornice of the 
Schwartz building and hastened to give 
analarm, The department responded 
promptly, but experienced great difi- 
culty in getting to work and the whole 
edifice was ablaze before a stream could 
be brought to bear uponit, The flames 
spread backward to Kraus Bros.’ estab- 
lishment and across Bourbon street to 
Cluvier’s drug store simultaneously, and 
the department found itself powerless 
to cope with the destroyer and subur- 
ban engines were prosned into the ser- 


ce. 

Backward the fire spread to Hoff- 
man’s. To the left it attacked Wer- 
lein’s and crash followed upon crash as 
the roofs fell and the overburdened 
floors beneath, already heavily laden 
with stocks of merchandise, each gave 
way in turn until the imterior fixtures 
of the stores..and_their. 
piled in a blazing heap on the ground 
floor. Stripped of all support the walls 
ofthe Schwartz building toppled and 
felland the Werlein building quickly 
followed suit. The building on the 
river side of Bourbon street crashed in 
soon after, and full half a square of the 
most valuable property in the city was 
a smoking mass of ruins. 

A breeze arose to fan the flames and 
they attacked their prey with renewed 
vigor. On the opposite side of Bourbon 
street Cluvier’s building was the first 
to collapse and carried with it the walls 
of Runkel’s establishment. McClos- 
key’s confectionery was a mass of 
seething flame and Kregef’s building 
was also burning fiercely. The Nickel 
Plate shoestore intervened to save the 
main entrance toD. H. Holmes’s im- 
mense establishment on Canal street 
and that portion of the store was 
but little damaged. The Bourbon 
street entrance to Holmes’s store, 
however, fared worse. The massive 
plate glass windows and weather doors 
were shattered to atoms and the more 
inflammable portions of the stock thus 
exposed caught fireinamoment. Long 
ere this the department was fairly at 
work and tons of water were bein 
poured upon the burning material, an 
the flames showed the first symptoms of 
a On Canal street east of 

ourbon they met an impassable barrier 
in the massive buildings which adjoin 
Werlein’s, and though the roofs of all 
stores comprising the row were more 
than once afire the flames could make 
no progress against the sturdy masonry. 

The new Cosmopolitan Hotel and ad- 
joining structures which front on Royal 
street just off Canal. and run back into 
the center of the block, caught fire in 
the rear and it required the utmost ef- 
forts of the firemen to save them. The 
promptness with which the various 
electric circuits running through the 
heart of the city were shut off prevented 
fatalities, and the only accident noted 
is the injury of a fireman caused by 
fiying débris. 

Schwartz’s stock, valued at over 
$500,000, was insured for $360,000, 
and the building for $85.000, consider- 
mg below its value. 

olmes’s stock was insured for 
$500,000 and worth nearly twice as 
much, but the damage to it is Gog 
to be very great. 
_ Cluvier carried $8000 insurance on 
portion. 

Every insurance company in the city 
has about an equal share of the loss, 
Most of the buildings destroyed ys 
newly erected, and collectivel 
thought to be worth $250,000. he 
other buildings with contents are badly 
damaged. It is impossible to obtain 
full details of the losses and insurance 
tonight.

MORE TYPHUS CASES. 


The Disease Appears in Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts. 

Newcastis (Pa.,)oFeb. 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Garyone Mazetto, 
an Italian living near here, today re- 
ported that his brother, one of the 
Massalia’s passengers, died today. 
Mazetto says that his brother was not 
well when he landed, and after reach- 
ing here grew _ rapidly worse, 
the body being covered with 
bright red spots.

NAVAJO RAIDS. 


Cattlemen in New Mexico Thoroughly 
Aroused, 


They Appeal for Protection Against Indian 
Depredations—If It is Refused 
They Will Defend Their 
Property, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wrineate (N. M.,) Feb. 17.—[Special.] 
At a meeting of cattlemen held at 
Coolidge, N, M., a report was made to 
the military authorities stating what 
the cattlemen believed to be their side 
of the trouble between the Navajos 
and cowboys, which resulted in the late 
excitement near Chavez station, when 
the Indians, hea¥ily armed and mounted, 
threatened the lives of all the settlers 
in the country. There were present 
many representative cattlemen, and in 
their statement it was shown that cat- 
tle stealing by the Navajo Indians had 
been going on four or five years, and 
that the cattlemen had been unable to 
obtain any redress or a legal and peace- 
able settlement, although many efforts 
had .been made. A number of cattle- 
men went to the chief, Mariano, and 
asked his assistance, and he notified the 
Indians to leave the cattle ranges, and 
authorized the cowboys to compel them 

to stay away. 

Many prominent ranchmen were 
present, among others the Miller Bros,, 
who own the Blue Water ranch; Clark 
M. Carr, A. Conrad, Henry Dorsett, 
William Crane, the pioneer cattlemen 
of this section; Coddington Bros., 
whose ranch 
Navajos last week, and other foremen 
and cowboys, and statements. were 
made by all present showing where, at 
different, times, carcasses had been 
found with the meat and hides taken, 
and pony tracks leading toward an In- 
dian camp until obliterated by sheep 
being driven over the tracks. Nearly 
all present had caught Indians driving 
cattle, which, when discovered, they 
would leave. 

The cowboys testified to having ex- 
changed shots with Indians driving cat- 
tle, and finding meat and hides in their 
camps. The authorities were earnestly 


, asked to afford some redress to the cat- 


tlemen, and it is hoped some means 
may be found to stop this wholesale 
slaughter, but it is believed that no 
Other way exists than to make the In- 
dians stay on their reservation, 'which 
is a very large one; as while allowed to 
roam at large along the railroad they 
are brought under the worst of infiu- 
ences, and they can procure whisky, 
for which they will prostitute their 
women and sell their last blanket. 

It is believed that should the authori- 
ities take no action the cattlemen will 
try to do what they can to protect their 
property from thieving redskins, as 
they would only be carrying out the 
first law of nature. The more conser- 
vative counsel patience until the author- 
ities act, but should other assistance | 
be withheld it is feared that the end is 
not yet. 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Feb. 17.—Dep- 
uty Sheriff Hubbell has arrived here 
from Coolidge, where the alleged fight 
occurred yesterday between Navajo In- 
dians and cowboys, and reports all 
quiet.

ACorrespondent’s Story That Enraged 
Chancellor Caprivi. 


Natives Barbarously Treated—Ofi- 
cials Rioting in Luxury. 


Other Foreign News—Election Riots Con- 
tinue in Japan—Balfour Thinks the 
Gladstonians are Demoralized 
~—Storms in Europe.

BERLIN, Feb. 17.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Eugene Wolff, the news- 
paper correspondent whose reports to 
the Tagblatt on the disaster to the Zelew 
ski expedition and other matters caused 
Chancellor Caprivi to order his expul- 
sion from German East Africa in No- 
vember last, has published an amplified 
attack upon Baron Soden’s administra- 
tion of the governorship of the East 
African colony. 

Wolff declares that no report of the 
actual losses in the last two fights with 
natives was ever published nor, he 
adds, was the fact announced that an 
English caravan was plundered. Wolff 
says that all officers of experience in 
East Africa were either dismissed or 
have resigned in disgust, and the Soden 
régime is bound to end in disaster. 
Wolff’s article will form the subject of 
an interpellation in the Reichstag. 

Dr. Marselle, medical adviser of the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, gave two years ago 
the details with regard to the causes of 
the trouble in Africa. He said the at- 
tempts at plantations made by the Ger- 
man company in the vast territory ceded 
by the Saltan were never serious. 
Further, the Germans led at Zanzibar a 
luxurious life, and the greater part of 
the money was spent in champagne. 
For the administration of this territory 
they engaged to pay the Sultan 
the annual sum of 80,000 rupees, 
but the chief object receiv- 
ing customs duties. The convention 
came into operation on the 14th of 
August, and within two months from 
that date the German -civilizers had 
spoiled everything. The Germans be- 
haved with extreme brutality and for 
the merest trifles shot down the natives 
with revolvers.. The protests of the 
natives were met by acts of violence.

BALFOUR SPEAKS. 
Defeat of the Giadstone Party in the 
Elections Predicted. 

Lonpon, Feb. 17.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The Constitutional 
Club gave a banquet tonight in honor 
of Arthur J. Balfour First Lord of the 
Treasury. Balfour in a speech said 
that besides inability to define their 
Irish policy the Gladstonians were ina 
dilemma. They made one set of prom- 
ises to the English and another to the 
Irish electors. The question was, Who 
will be the dupes? He believed that 
the general elections would show 
that the patience of the English elec- 
tors was exhausted. If the home rule 
bill carried the Irish members would be 
so many soldiers of fortune supporting 
any government willing to extend the 
already undue limits granted by the 
bill to an Irish Parliament. The Glad- 
stonians brought no pressure upon the 
government to dissolve Parliament. In 
fact they dreaded nothing more than a 
return to power with a majority de- 
pendent on the Irish party. 


SEVERE STORMS. 


Deep Snow in Many Parts of England and 
the Continent. 

Lonpon, Feb. 17.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The snowstorm which 
began again this morning in Wales and 
the Highlands of Scotland became gen- 
eral throughout the country, The snow- 
fall since Sunday is heavier than all 
other snows during the whole winter.

RIOTING IN JAPAN. . 
The Elections Attended with Bloodshed in 
Several Districts. 

Yoxouama, Feb. 17.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Dispatches from 
various places throughout Japan show 
that the elections were attended with 
disturbances in mapy places. In Ogi 
all the male fmhabitants became in- 
volved ina gene riot. The police 
were several times repulsed and a num- 
ber of them were severely injured. 

A dispatch from Saga, the capital of 
the province of Fizen, on the Island of 
Kio Sioo, where serious riots were re- 
ported yesterday, state that several 
persons were killed in the fighting.

A MIGHTY ICE GORGE. 


Towns in Pennsylvania Liable to be Inun- 
dated. 

Pirts BURGH (Pa.,) Feb. 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The ice gorge at 
Parker is still intact and the greatest 
alarm prevails. Effortsto blow it up 
with dynamite were fruitless. Superin- 
tendent Price, of the river division of 
the Allegheny Valley Railroad, says it 
is the worst gorge he has seen since 
1874. The river res is apparently 
| packed solid with layers of ice for 


nearly twenty miles. At Goose bar the 
ice is piled nineteen feet high for the 
better part of eight miles. From Hill 
View bend there is an open channel for 
about a mile, where another gorge be- 
gins and extends to the mouth of Clar- 
ion River above Parker. There is fear 
that the gorge will form such a solid 
mass asto shut off the water channel 
altogether. If is does Parker and other 
towns along the river will be sub- 
merged. A few hours of warm rain 
now would do tremendous damage at 
Parker and Brady. 


Free Binding Twine. 

Wasuinoton, Feb. 17.—Mr. Bryant of 
Nebraska has prepared a report to ac- 
company the Free Binding Twine Bill 
which will be reported to the House 
some day this week. The report says, 
in part: 

The tariff on binding twine cannot be jus- 
tified except upon the principle that the 
taxing power should be used to prevent im. 
portation entirely; and that principle, be- 
sides being unsupported by constitutional 
authority, would destroy all income from 
imports and compel us to look to some 
other source for mecessary revenues. 
Twenty-nine of the cordage and binding 
twine factories out of thirty-five in the 
country are owned by the National Cordage 
Company of New York and produce 60 per 
cent. of the total output. In 1890 there 
were consumed in the United States 50,000 
tons of twine, all of which, but 7000 tons, 
was made from foreign-grown fibers. If 
seven-tenths of 1 cent per pound tax be 
added to the price, this tax cost the _far- 
mers of this country, in the year 1890 
alone, $700,000, and this does not include 
the large additional sum charged for prof- 
its on increased price by various middle. 
men. Not one dollar of this large tax 
reached the treasury, and there can be no 
excuse for allowing this trust to continue 
the exaction of this tribute.

Fatal Accident at the San Fernando 
. Street Depot. 


Charles H. Curl, Locomotive Fireman, 
Meets witha Suadden and Horrible 
Death—Knocked from the Cab 
and Kan Over. 


Charles H. Curl, a locomotive fire 
man in the Southern Pacific yards at 
the San Fernando street depot, met 
with a sudden and horrible death at an 
early hour yesterday morning.

One of the driv- 
ing wheels passed over his chest and 
almost severed the body, and his right 
hand wascutoff. | 

His body was taken to Peck & 
Neitzke’s undertaking rooms before 
Coroner Weldon was notified, but was 
afterward removed to Garrett & Sam- 
son’s, where an inquest was held at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. The engineer 
and several witnesses were sworn, and 
the jury found that the young man’s 
death was pure iy accidental.

An Alleged Fraudulent Land 
Transaction. 


An Eastern Man Who Claims to Have 
Been Swindled. 


Another Heavy Damage Suit Against 
the Southern 


A Citizen Who Thinks He Has Been Dam- 
aged to the Extent of $30,000—The 
Samonset Case—Court Notes— 

New Suits. 


The case of J. T. Richey vs. J. G. Mc- 
Michael, an action arising out of an al- 
leged fraudulent land transaction, came 
on for trial before Judge Wade in De- 


partment Three yesterday, and at the 
| Close of the testimony for the plaintiff® 


was submitted, with a motion for anon- 
suit, and by the Court taken under ad- 
visement. 

Plaintiff, who is proprietor of the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel at Louisville, Ky., 
alleged that the ‘defendant, an old 
friend of his, wrote to him in 1888 and 
told him that he had an opportunity to 
purchase from S. T. Buell his one-third 
interest in 165 lots in the Fountain ad- 
dition to the town of Fairview, which 
he described as being situated within 
five miles of Santa Ana and twoanda 
half miles from the sea. He further 
wrote an efflorescent pen-picture of the 
beauties of the place, adding that a 
natural gas wellhad been discovered 
there, and that a motor line ran through 
the placeto the beach. Buell’s interest 
inthis land, he wrote, could be pur- 
chased for $2750, payable one-third 
cash, one-third in six months and one- 
third in twelve months. Accordingly 
plaintiff, on May 9, 1888, paid the sum 
of $916.66 to defendant, being one- 
third of the sum mentioned, relying 
upon the latter’s representations, and 
McMichael subsequently claimed that 
he had bought Buell ont, paying half 
the amount down. Plaintiff afterwards 
learned, however, that defendant never 
acquired title to the property at all, but 
that Mrs.'M. E. Canine had purchased 
Buell’s interest for $1875. ereupon 
he sought to recover the sum of 
$916.66 and $1000 damages. 

The defendant, in his answer, denied 
the allegations of plaintiff's complaint 
and claimed that the matter was barred 
by the statute of limitations. 

ANOTHER HEAVY DAMAGE SUIT. 

Another heavy damage suit was com- 
menced in the Superior Court yesterday 
against the Southern Pacific Company 
by one of its passengers, who had been 
expelled from a northbound train by 
its employés, and, from all appear- 
ances, the latter have overstepped the 
bounds of prudence and allowed their 
ambition to “‘overleap itself.”’ 

The plaintiff in this action is F. P. 
Yeager, a well-known citizen of Pueblo, 
Colo., who alleges in his complaint that 
on December 15, last, he purchased a 
first-class ticket to San Francisco and 
return, entitling him to travel over the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé road to 
Albuquerque, N. M., thence to Barstow 
over the Atlantic and Pacific road, 
thence over Southern California road 
to this city, and hence to San Francisco 
over the Boathern Pacific road, and re- 
turn, up to and including June 14, 
1892. In due course he arrived in this 
city, and on Tuesday, February 9, last, 
he boarded train No. 18 at 1:50 o’clock 


against him by Jeanne Elisetche was re- 
sumed before Judge Smith and a jury 
in Department One yesterday morning 
and occupied their attention all day. 

During the day’s session the following 
witnesses were called and examined for 
the defense: Dr. R. C. Fitzpatrick, 
Felipe Mailles, Miguel Samonset, 
George Grimminger, Antonio Cuyas, 
Mrs. Cuyas, Leon and Frank Escallier 
and Albert Guiol.

Court Notes. 

In the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday morning the defendants’ mo- 
tion to quash the execution in the case 
of the United States vs. Henry Walters 
et al. was set for hearing by Judge 
Ross for Friday morning next. 

Upon motion of Cornelius Cole, Esq., 
of counsel for plaintiff, the trial of the 
case of H C. Wilgus vs. Harper & Rey- 
nolds Company, an action to recover 
damages for an alleged infringement of 
a patent, was set for April 6 next by 
Judge Ross in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday morning. 

In Department One yesterday morning 
A. E, McDonald appeared before Judge 
Smith, and by his counsel, H. J. Craw- 
ford, Esq., asked and obtained leave to 
withdraw his plea for the purpose of in- 
terposing a demurrer to the information 
on file against him, which upon being 
submitted was overruled by the Court. 
The defendant then reéntered his plea 
of not guilty and the case was placed 
on the trial calendar. 

Jddge Smith, upon motion of defen- 
dant’s counsel, deferred the passing of 
sentence upon Edward A. Gibbs, who 
was recently convicted of having ob- 
tained property by means of false pre- 
tenses, until Saturday next. 

James McBurney, a Canadian, was 
duly admitted to citizenship of the 
United States by Judge Smith yesterday 
upon producing the necessary proofs of 
residence here and taking the requisite 
oaths of renunciation and allegiance. 

In Department Two, yesterday after- 
noon, the case of E. E. Brainard et al. 
vs. Frank Eyraud et al., an action to 
recover damages in fhe sum of #1500, 
alleged to have beef sustained by reason 
of the trespass of % large band of sheep 
‘owned by defendant upon plaintiff's 
land in the McDonald tract, in 1891, 
came on fortrial before Judge Clark, 
but was not concluded and will be taken 
up again this morning.

The samples were dirty brown in color 
and would not be recognized as bread by 
an Englishman or American. The re- 
lief allowance is less than a pound a 
day to each person. According toa 
Russian account some of the so-called 
bread is made wholly of wild arrack, 
potatoes, chaff and leaves. No sympa- 
thy will be wasted on those guilty of 
this horrible cheatifig if the Czar takes 
theminhand.

Winter Vegetables. 

A produce jobber of Kansas City, Mo., 
who is inthe city looking up this end 
of the winter vegetable trade, speaks 
most encouragingly of this branch of 
business. The greatest drawback en- 
countered thus far is the lack of a suf- 
ficient output to supply the demand. 
California farmers who have the right 
locations for this industry seem to be 
somewhat slow about taking advantage 
oftheir opportunities. There is a period 
of the winter when California produce 
has everything its own way in the East- 
ern and Western markets. The early- 
grown produce of the South has not yet 
put in an appearance, and their domestic 
supply is yet afar off. If our California 
growers wouldtime their gardens so as 
totake advantage of this period their 
rewards would be large and certain. 
California-grown vegetables are liked 
because they are large and well fla- 
vored and have better keeping qualities 
than those grown in the Southern 
States. In nine weeks last winter the 
jobber referred to disposed of sixty car- 
loads of California vegetables. Not 
long ago he shipped a carload of cauli- 
flower. While he was able to purchase 
these inthe local market at 50 cents 
per dozen, the reports from Kansas 
City quoted them at $4 per dozen. 
This would seem to offera sufficient 
margin to warranta considerable trade. 
One of the special objects of the job- 
ber’s present visit to this section is to | 
encourage the planting of 100 acres in 
celery. Yesterday he visited the peat- 


wild celery grows in great profusion, 
and the soil of which has been found ex- 
cellently adapted to the ciltivated va- 
rieties. 

The most economical method of hand- 
ling these winter vegetables is to ship 
in carload lots to a trade center, 
whence the produce is @istributed in 
small lots by express to outlying towns. 
With the margins which obtain be- 
tween the local and the Western mar- 
kets, the trade oughtto prosper and 
pour considerable revenues into the 
hands of California farmers.

MISSIONARY CONFERENCE. 


The Opening Session at the First Bap- 
tist Chureh. 


A Large Atténdance of Delegates from All 
Parts of Southern California—A __ 
Number of Interesting 
Addresses. 


The missionary conference held under 
the auspices of the American Baptist 
Missionary Union opened last evening 
at the First Baptist Church, there be- 
ing a large attendance of delegates 
from all parts of Southern California as 
well as a large representation from the 
congregations of this city. 

The platform and pulpit were hand- 
somely decorated, some of the floral de- 
signs being quite elaborate. 

Dr. Frost opened the meeting with 
prayer, being followed by Rev. J. Sun- 
derland of Oakland, district secretary 
of the union, who spoke briefly, advo- 
cating a complete and thorough conse- 
cration on the part of the churches as a 
necessary precedent to success in any 
kind of missionary work. 

Rev. Dr. Reed in his address of wel- 
come gave expression to the high sense 
of gratification which filled his heart 
and the hearts of, his church people at 


being privileged to thus entertain so 


many visitors from other churches of 
the denomination. He dwelt on the 
importance of the missionary work at 
the present time, stating that there 
were now more than 1,000,000,000 
of unevangelized heathen in the world 
as against a total of 800,000,000 re-. 
ported a few years ago. He gave sta- 
tistics showing the rapid advance made 
in foreign fields and the comparatively 
small progress made at home, adding, 
‘‘We must now confess with praise to 
God and shame ourselves that the 
foreign work is by far the most'success- 
ful.’* 

Speaking of the needs of the heathen 
he said: ‘Their condition is as much 
than hope—as condemnation is worse 
than absolute salvation.””.A peculiar 
feature of the work was, he said. its 
immediate influence on important cur- 
rent events. He quoted the words of 
Christ, that ‘‘this gospel must be 
preached to all the world and then the. 
end shall come.’’ The speaker endeav- 
ored to emphasize this latter promise, 
imploring his hearers to so live and work 
that‘when the kingdom shall come as 
little as may be shall remain undone. 

Rev. W. H. Pendleton, D.D., of East 
Los Angeles was the next speaker and 
prefaced ais remarks by Asserting that 
no religiously-performed duty can bring 
a human being so completely in touch 


| with the Divine Spirit as does the work 


of foreign missions. There is a large 
class of people who are ready and glad 
to support missions at home, but have 
no room in their hearts for the workers 
among the heathen abroad. Even 
Simon Peter, the great apostle evange- 
list, was so loath to perform this branch 
of work that a vision direct from God 
was necessary in order to induce him 
to start. Jesus said. ‘‘Go ye unto all 
Mations’’—that was His will and His 
spirit must actuate us if we would carry 
out His great commission. It is the 
King’s business and it requires of us 
haste. It requires haste because the 
allotted time forits accomplishment is 
very brief and rapidly drawing toa 
close. 

‘‘Let us then,’’ said the speaker, ‘have 
a well-earned part in that great day, 
when, after a life spent in His service, 
we shall hear the comme ndatory words 
‘Well done, thou good and faithful ser- 
vant.’”’ 

The audience then rose during the in- 
troduction of Rev. H. C. Mabie of Bos- 
ton, home secretary of the American 
Missionary Union, who addressed the 
conférence. 

‘‘This work,’’ said he, in beginning, 
‘thas something broad and solid to rest 
upon—the word of God himself.”’ 

Among other thoughts which he de- 
sired to present with emphasis was 
that of the missionary relation in which 
we of this enlightened age stand to the 
pagan world by reason of the terms of 
the redemption. ‘‘Men of the world, 
in considering financial and other obli- 
gations, are pleased when their debts 
are reduced toa minimum.

‘‘The relations of mankind are mani- 
fold and complex, and of our own 
strength we could hardly fullfil any one 
of them. 

‘‘But now, the heavier the burden, the 
more lightly it is pressed down on 
Christ’s shoulders, and in His strength 
all can be accomplished. 

‘‘What ‘is the most essential thing, 
I often ask myself, in this work of 
foreign missions? Most of our defini- 
tions themselves need defining and ad- 
ditional heathen are 
not particular)y in f light—they 
have that already fafmore than they 
will use. 

“To me the essential thing is to in- 
troduce ‘by practical representation 
among the heathen, the Christ life and 
the Christ teachings. 

“The true religious doctrines are 
readily grasped by a Chinaman as a 
nice thing, but it strikes him at once as 
being impracticable. What they need 
is not so much the doctrine as an exem- 
plification of it.. People often speak of 
some of our clergy as ‘encyclo- 
pedias, but what they need is to be 
walking lffples.’’

WasHINGTON, Feb. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The silver question was 
broached again this morning, and this 
time it was in the hearing before the 
House Committee on Agriculture on the 
Anti-options Bill, which has been under 
discussion by the committee for the 
past two weeks. Charles A. Pillsbury, 
the Minneapolis miller, was on the 
stand. He stated in the course of his 
remarks that the world’s surplus supply 
of wheat was steadlly dwindling and 
being drawn on each year to meet the 
increasing consumption of wheat. He 
said that if one man owned the wheat 
crop of the United States this year it 
would have been possible to get $1.50 
a bushel for it from Europe just as easy 
as 90 cents, because Europe had to have 
it. Russia had none to export and India 
had sbipped its surplus the previous 
year. 

Lewis. Then the, statistical position 
of wheat has been growing better for 
five years past, and the price, except 
for a spurt this year, has been growing 
weaker? 

Pillsbury. That’s so. 

Lewis. Doesn’t the value of money 
have a great deal to do with it? Isn’t 
maney worth more than ever? 

Pillsbury. Ithink as a whole a dol- 
lar will buy more goods now than ever. 

Lewis. If we had $1,500,000,000 
instead of 650,000,000 in circulation 
would not the farmer get more for his 
wheat? 

Pillsbury. More nominal dollars but 
perhaps they could not buy so much. 

In reply to further questions from 
Lewis, Pillsbury admitted that short 
‘selling alone would not account for the 
decline in wheat, which was, too great 
to be chargeable to one cause alone. 

In his address to the committee Pills- 
bury advocated the passage of.the Anti- 
options Bill. He said there should have 
been high prices for wheat this year, 
but, partly in consequence of short sell- 
ing, millers and others were living from 
hand to mouth. The world was drawing 
on the surplus supply of wheat each 
year, for consumption was steadily in- 
creasing.

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Additional Buildings That are 
Badly Needed. 


A Fine New Storage Reservoir Near- 
ing Completion. 


Large Sums That are Spent Annually 
in This County. 


What is Being Grown—A Big Dinner Party 
—The Hospital—Electric Light Plant 
“  Needed—More Appropriations 
to be Asked for. 


' Acommittee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, consisting of Messrs. Wells, 
Forman and Hughes, went to the Sol- 
diers’ Home yesterday to confer with 
Gov. Treichel as to the best means of 
securing an adequate appropriation for 
the ensuing fiscal year and of further- 
ing the interests of the Home in gen- 
eral. A. H. Denker and a representa- 
tive of Taz Times were also present. 

A visit was first paid to the new stor- 
age reservoir and dam, which has been 
under construction for some months 
past, in the foothills about half a mile 
back of the Home. This is an immense 
piece of work and entails some neat en- 
gineering. The dam is 250 feet wide 
at the base and fifty feet at the top. 
The work is being conducted under the 
supervision of Col. Brown, who has had 
fifty years’ experience in such under- 
takings, having had charge of much of 
the work on the Erie Canal. When 
finished the capacity of the _ res- 


to the Home from a water tower at the 
reservoir. When completed, the sup- 
ply will be ample for fire and irrigation 
purposes. The water is all brought 
from the head works, five miles away. 
Of the 600 acres of grounds at the 
home 200 are in barley, 160 will be in 
corn, about twenty are in fruit. The 
land, which is equal to any in Southern 


be more completely cultivated, and 
would be if appropriations sufficed. 
Vegetables are grown for summer use, 
and potatoes during a part ofthe year. 
The Government might advantageously 
conauct an experiment station here for 
all kinds of semi-tropical trees and 
fruit, to the care of which the veterans 
could attend. Allalongthe belt from 
Los Angeles to the Home lemons, 
oranges, peas and beans are flourishing, 
wherever planted. Peas are selling at 
15 cents and beans at 35 cents a pound. 
All that is needed is water, which the 
Home will soon have. The veterans 
should have all the fruit they can eat. 
It would save doctors’ bills, improve 
tempers and diminish complaints. 
There are at present 741 inmates at 
the Home. Five barracks, a headquar- 
ters, mess hall, governor’s quarters, 
laundry, surgeon’s quarters, hospital, 
farmer’s house and barn are completed 
or under construction. There is need 
for five extra barracks, a boiler and en- 
ne house, a treasurer’s quarters, an 
additional hospital wing, a permanent 
kitchen, an additional barn and corral 
and a pavilion and bath-houses on the 
beach. When the buildings now under 
construction are finished a thousand 
men can be accommodated.

A Pleasant Surprise in the Matter of 
the Probable Cost. 


An Ample System Can be Put in for 
$29,000 to $70,000, | 


According to the Material Used in Con- 
struction—Two of the Santa Ana 
City Offices Abolished—Notes 
and Personals.

The report of City Engineer Finley to 
the city trustees Monday night on the ne. 
cessity, benefits and probable cost of an 
outfall sewer system for Santa Ana will be 
a pleasant surprise to’ many of our city’s 
residents so far as the report treats of the 
probable cost of the system. The general 
supposition has been thatit would require 
from $75,000 to $125,000 to put ina 
sewer systein that would answer all neces- 
sary requirements of the city. Mr. Finley 
makes the statement that an ample system 
may be putin ata cost of from $29,200 to 
$70,600, the difference in the cost being in 
the quality of the material used and the 
distance to the terminating point—in tide 
water at a distance of seven and one-half 
miles, or a sewer farm at less than half 
that distance. The estimate of $70,600 is 
for the total cost of a complete system that 
will do service for a population of 31,250 
people, the mains to be eighteen-inch clay 
pipe and the terminus in tide water at the 
head of Newport Bay. The same material 
used in a system terminating on a sewer 
farm and including the cost of the farm is 
estimated to cost $38,700. A sixtéen-inch 
cement pipe system that would do ser- 
vice for a population of 20,000 people 
and terminating in tide water, and is esti- 
mated to cost $50,000, the same system 
terminating on the sewer farm, $29,200. 
The above figures are below the amount 
that has been considered necessary to put 
the matter through, and if, after a fur- 
ther investigation, it is ascertained that 
the system may be made efficient at not 
much greater expense than that already 
given, the trustees will no doubt instruct 
the engineer to draft plans of the system 
and order an election for the voting of 
sewer bonds. Santa Ana is now on the 
Main line, and, if it does not switch off on 
some sidetrack, will eventually gain great 
prominence asa healthful, beautiful and 
most prosperous city.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS... 


The Southern Pacific Cleared Only 
Nineteen Millions. 


The Oranges are Now Moving East- 
ward More Deliberately. 


San Diego’s Latest Airy Schemes for 
Railroad Building. 


Eastern Rallroad Presidents Who are Vis. 
iting Southern California—A Belt 
Road Around San Diego 
County—Notes,. 


The 90-cent orange rate did not ex- 
pire until midnight Monday night, and 
oranges were packed and forwarded by 
special trains up to the last hour when 
the rate was available. As was stated 
yesterday the shipments of Monday 
frem Riverside amounted to forty-seven 
cars. .Since thenthe oranges have con- 
tinued to move out at the rate of five 
carga day. Shippers will now take 
more leisure in forwarding their fruit, 
expecting with the increased freight 
rate to get a larger price for their con- 
signments. A railroad man justin from 
the East says that at St. Paul he saw on 
a sidetrack eight carloads of oranges 
which had been rejected and were con- 
sequently lost. Another man, a buyer, 
from Chicago, says he saw Riverside 
oranges sold there at $1.60 and $1.65 
a box, but when he wanted to buy some 
at Riverside the other day he was asked 
$2.50. This may indicate either the 
improved quality of the fruit or the 
hopeful prospects of the growers. 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC EARNINGS. 

The statemet of earnings of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad for the. year 
1891 shows that during the twelve 
months the gross earnings were $50,- 
440,225, exceeding those of 1890 by 
$2,096,751. The operating expenses 
were $81,168,769 or $8666 more 
than those of the preceeding year. 
This makes the amount of net earnings 
$19,285,486 or $2,088,085 more than 
in 1890.

THE NEW SPRINKLERS. 


A Novel Street Parade Yesterday—In- 
genious Device, 

Los Angeles was treated to a novel 
display yesterday in a parade of the 
new street sprinkling force. The col- 
umn was headed by a band and led by a 
carriage containing J. M. Studebaker, 
of Studebaker Bros. Company of South 
Bend; Ind., S. W. Luitweiler, the local 
representative, and Capt. A. P. Cross, 


of the Street Sprinkling Company. 


Then followed nineteen sprinkling 
carts of various sizes and descriptions. 
The column passed down Main and 
Spring streets to Third, to Broadway, 
past the City Hall, where it was re- 
viewed by the city authorities, thence 
to First and up Spring street. 

Those who witnessed the spectacle 
are ready to concede that Los Angeles 
has now one of the best street sprink- 
ling equipments to be found in the 
United States. This same kind of ap- 
paratus has recently been introduced in 
New York, Brooklyn, Chicago and St. 
Louis. This city enjoys the honor of 
being fifth on the list. The sprinkler, 
which is the invention of J. M. Stude- 
baker, is a most ingenious device. The 
water is ejected in a spray through two 
brass valves fixed at the rear ofthe 
tank, and supplied by hose connected 
therewith. By asimple system of lev- 
ers, operated by pedals at the driver’s 
feet, the water may be turned on or off 
at will, and the discharge may be regu- 
lated tq furnish a light, a medium or a 
heavy spray, according to the street to 
be sprinkled. Another handy arrange- 
ment is a sliding sleeve which cuts off 
the sprav at the sides of the vehicle to 
avoid wetting a pedestrian ora passing 
vehicle. Within this arrangement the 
sprinkling is under the most perfect 
control. The sprinklers are manufact- 
ured by Studebaker Bros.’ Company of 
South Bend, Ind, The largest sprink- 
lers carry a tank made like a section of 
steam boiler of No. 10 steel, riveted. 
This is mounted on a heavy truck, the 
whole weighing 7000 pounds when 
charged with water. The cart alone 
weighs 4000 pounds. A medium-sized 
sprinkler consists of a Russia iron tatik, 
mounted vertically on trucks and having 
nozzles of Russiairon. A small sprink- 
ler for park and garden use consists of 
a puncheon of moderate size mounted 
on cart wheels. 

The Studebaker sprinkler, taken all 
together, is a model of ingenuity and 
leaves the old style water-cart far be- 
hind the times. 


Rape Fiends in Jail, 

Rape fiends are evidently plentiful in 
this end of the State at the present 
time, During the past week at least 
four of these fellows have been taken 
into custody, and from what can be 
learned at present there will be strong 
evidence in each case. 

There were two arrests yesterday in 
the county and the fiends were lodged 
in the County Jail. The first arrest 
was at Santa Monica and the defendant 
isnamed G. N. Smith. For some reason 
the story has been kept quiet up to 
date, and the officials at the County Jail 
were not informed of any of the par- 
ticulars. 

The second “case is from Alhambra. 
A Chinaman named Ah Foo is accused 
of attempting to rape a young girl, but 
in this case the people at the County 
Jail were kept in the dark.
